and dealt withal accozding to Law, and others to puniſh and paſs away from Pariſh to 
Pariſh, the next ſtreight way to the Pariſh where they were bozn, if the ſame map be 
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known by the partics conkeſſtion oꝛ other wife; oꝛ if it be not known, then to the Pariſhes where 
they laſt dwelt, betore the tame punithinent, by the ſpace of one Whole pear ; oꝛ if that cannot 
be well knoWn, then to the Par:thes to which they tait paied Without puniſhinent, Alko that 
every Inhabitant do appꝛehend tuch Beggars, &c. as he {hail know to reſo2t to his i:ouſe, to 
beg 92 rece:ve alms, anv carry 92 cauſe them to be carried to the next Conſtavic, wio is there - 
upon to puniſh and paſs away ſuch Beggar as afo:cſaid, upon the levereſt penalties to be in 
fiictcd upon every {uch Conſtable toꝛ their failure herein: And that the Dwellings of ati Con 
ſtables may be known, and themſelves moze readily found, they arc fozthwith to have their 
Staffs duly placed oꝛ fixeb at their Street-doo2s in open vieW of all Paſſengers; and them- 
lelves to remain conſtannly at home, o2 leave {ome other fit and able perſons toperiozm their 
Office in their abſence, And his Eo2dſhip having thus reminded the {aid Conſtables of their 
Duty in this particular, he doth allo declare that he expects all ready Confozmity to be pie! - 
ded hereunto; in dekault whereof the Penaltics appointed by Law ſhall certainly be inflicted 
upon them And to this end the Marſhals of this City, and their men, and the Beadles of , 
the ſeveral Wards are required to take notice of and pzeſent to inne the Names of all luer 
Conſtables whom they ſhall find remiſs and negligent of their Duty in this ſervice : But it 
is hoped that the ſaid Conſtables upon this publick Admonition, Will rather in conſcience of 
their Duty, and fo2 ſo great aud publick a Benet, readily acquit themſelves in this mat 
ter as becomes honeſt and Wozthy Citizens, than conſtrain the inflicting of Penalties upon 
them to2 neglect of their Duty, And the laid Marthals and Beadles are alſo to be very care 
= — induſtrious to avoid the laid Uagrants, and bring them to Puniſhment in manner as 
akozetaid.
